Tha Europcn acreage of 
fall sown wheat, which provides al¬ 
most «the entire home supply, is re¬ 
ported as somewhat more extensive 
than in the previous season except in 
Russia, where fall planting it thought 
to be much less than was planned 
The crops throughout a large sec¬ 
tion of Europe were subjected to sev¬ 
ere winter weather, to which they are 
not highly re ristant and it is almost 
certain that they suffered eeverely in 
some countries.

Clothe lightly and cover lightly so 
that the air may circulate freely over 
his skin. This keeps him cool. Give 
him cool boiled water between feeds. 
He gets thirsty too during hot days.

DAIRY COUNTRIES OF WORLD 

Canada ranks about fourth among - 
i the countries of the world In the 
t number of itn milch cowa, according 
I to the latest international statistics

The dairy Industry of Canada ha 
been undergoing such radical changes 
especially in itn export phase, tha' 
the progress which in being made i 
apt to be 1 vit sight of. Thin is indie 
I ttted in the figures recently published 
for the year 1027. Tho total value of 
all dairy products inthat year was*253 
736,605 as compared with $219,710,067 
in the previous year, an increase of 
$4,026,538. In 1910 tho value was only 
$60,470,953, th«* increase in the little 
more than a quarter of a century 
being equal to 2G6 per cent. 

Tin* analyzed figures of 1927 nhow 
Ontario with 1,159,457 cows milked, 
producing 5.128.278,311 pounds of milk 
followed closely by Quebec with 1,- 
050,800 cows producing 4.057,101,966 
p.undfl of milk. Outstanding after 
these two leaders is the province of 
Saskatchewan with 291,692 cowr 
milked and producing 1,049,216,124 
pounds of milk. 

Thereafter in order of Importance 
, come Alberta Manitoba, Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, British Columbia, 
and Prince Edward Island. Britihr 
Columbia, however, stands out as 
having the highest average produc¬ 
tion in the dominion with 5.070 pound.! 
as against 4.423 pounds in Ontario, 
which ranks second. The other prov¬ 
inces come quite close together with 
average yields between 3.801 pounds 
and 3.210 pound3 per cow.—Market

BABY’S FOOD 


Every baby rhould be breast-fed. 
There are few mothers who cannot 
nurr.c their babies if they try to do so, 
and there are few who would not 
make the effort if they understood 
how important it is that the baby 
should have his natural food. There is 
no other milk, or no preparation 
which io just as good as breast milk. 
Breast milk is purer, cleaner and mere 
easily digested than any other food, 
and it rquires no preparation. 

Mothers sometimc3 wean their 
i babies because they think that they 
have not enough milk, or that the qual 
ity of their milk is not good. ThU i3 
a curious mistake. Every effort should 
be made to keep up tin quantity avail 
,i) 0 *6, and it is much better l^r the 
I baby that he receives some breast 
mtik than non at all. It nere is nut 
sufficient breast milk the necessary 
supplementary amount of nmrishm- 
cut is given a.Ler the nursing afford¬ 
ing to the feeding formula given by 
the physician. 

i The baby should be fed at regular 
intervals. Not on’y L tbi3 desirable 
furn the standpoint of his digestion, 
but A io important as the start of 
proper habits in tli » child. If he is a- 
j Jtcp at nursing t hus he should be aw¬ 
akened, and he should not be allowed 
to fall asleep wliiL* he is at the brea» t 
The feeding takoi from ten to fifteen 
minutes. After feeding, the baby 
should be held up over the shoulder in 
order to allow him to get rid of the 
a'*r which he has swallow ‘d. 

During the hot weather particularly 
the fact that babies become thirsty 
should not be forgotten, and the baby 
should be offered cooled water, prev¬ 
iously boiled if the-v is any question 
of purity, between feedings. 

Under ordinary conditions, li;e 1 aby 
j ia nursed for eight or nUie months; 
longer periods are nrt good for the 
cMd. The baby should net I c weaned 
excepting upon advice of the doctor 
who will advise as to what diet he is 
to receive. As a rule, babies are not 
weaned during hot summer month3. 

Breast-feeding makes for stronger, 
healthier babies, and it protects them 
from the danger of disease AnJficial 
feeding, even of the highest quality, 

; is, at the best an attempt to imitut 
j th3 natural feeding.
